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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The following is in response to the amendments filed December 16, 2008 and 
January 26, 2009. 

Specification and Drawings 

Amendments to the specification and drawings received January 26, 2009 are acceptable. 
No new matter has been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-47 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-25 are allowed, because in a method for heating a roller in the production or 
finishing of a web material wherein the roller is heated from the outside by a heated gas mixture, 
the prior art does not disclose or suggest feeding a gas mixture of fuel and air to at least one 
mixing element located either upstream or downstream of a burner wherein the burner is 
arranged in an air-moving chamber. 

Claims 26-42 are allowed, because in a method for heating a roller including heating a 
gas in axial zones exterior and adjacent the roller, and then directing the heated gas from 
respective axial zones toward the roller to achieve different axial temperatures, the prior art does 
not disclose or suggest at least heating a first gas in a first axial zone, heating a second gas in a 
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second axial zone, and directing the first gas and second gas toward the roller with mixing of at 
least one of the first and second gas with air in a mixing element. Accordingly, Claims 43-47 are 
allowed, because in an apparatus for heating a roller comprising axial zones for heating a gas and 
having respective exit zones, the prior art does not disclose or suggest providing at least first and 
second axial zones for heating a first and second gas, and providing at least one mixing element 
for one of the first gas and the second gas with air. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
